But peace shall be upon Israel. 


When the Lorp turned again the cap- 
tivity of Zion, we were like them that 
dream. 
Then was our mouth filled with laugh- 
ter, and our tongue with singing: 
Then said they among the heathen, The 
LorpD hath done great things for them. 
The LorpD hath done great things for 
us; whereof we are glad. 
Turn again our captivity, O Lorp, as 
the streams in the south. They that 
sow in tears shall reap in joy. 
He that goeth forth and weepeth, bear- 
ing precious seed, shall doubtless come 
again with rejoicing, bringing his 
sheaves with him. 


I was glad when they said unto me, 
Let us go into the house of the Lorp. 
Our feet shall stand within thy gates, O 
Jerusalem. 
Jerusalem is builded as a city that is 
compact together: whither the tribes 
go up, the tribes of the LorD, unto the 
testimony of Israel, to give thanks unto 
the name of the Lorp. 
For there are set thrones of judgment, 
_the thrones of the house of David. 
Pray for the peace of Jerusalem: they 
shall prosper that love thee. 
Peace be within thy walls, and prosper- 
ity within thy palaces. 
For my brethren and companions’ 
sakes, I will now say, Peace be within 
thee. 


Because of the house of the Lorp our 
God I will seek thy good.

As with a sword in my bones, mine ene- 
mies reproach me; while they say daily 
unto me, Where is thy God? 
Why art thou cast down, O my soul? 
and why art thou disquieted within me? 


Hope thou in God: for I shall yet praise 
him, who is the health of my counte- 
nance, and my God. 


Judge me, O God, and plead my cause 
against an ungodly nation: O deliver 
me from the deceitful and unjust man. 
For thou art the God of my strength: 
why dost thou cast me off? why go I 
mourning because of the oppression of 
the enemy ? 
O send out thy light and thy truth: 
let them lead me; 
Let them bring me unto thy holy hill, 
and to thy tabernacles. 
Then will | go unto the altar of God, 
unto God my exceeding joy:

God is in the midst of her; she shall not 
be moved: God shall help her, and that 
right early. 
The heathen raged, the kingdoms were 
moved: he uttered his voice, the earth 
melted. 
The Lorp of hosts is with us; the God 
of Jacob is our refuge. 
Come, behold the works of the Lorn, 
what desolations he hath made in the 
earth. 
He maketh wars to cease unto the end 
of the earth; he breaketh the bow, and 
cutteth the spear in sunder ; he burneth 
the chariot in the fire. 
Be still, and know that I am God: I 
will be exalted among the heathen, I 
will be exalted in the earth. 
The LorD of hosts is with us; the God 
of Jacob is our refuge. 
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O clap your hands, all ye people; shout 
unto God with the voice of triumph. 
For the LorD most high is terrible; heis 
a great King over all the earth. 
He shall subdue the people under us, 
and the nations under: our feet. 
He shall choose our inheritance for us, 
the excellency of Jacob whom he loved. 
God is gone up with a shout, the LorD 
with the sound of a trumpet. 
Sing praises to God, sing praises: sing 
praises unto our King, sing praises. 
For God is the King of all the earth: 
sing ye praises with understanding. 
God reigneth over the heathen: God 
sitteth upon the throne of his holiness. 
The princes of the people are gathered 
together, even the people of the God 
of Abraham : 


For the shields of the earth belong unto 
God: he is greatly exalted. 


Great is the Lorp, and greatly to be 
praised, 


In the city of our God, in the mountain 
of his holiness. 


Beautiful for situation, the joy of the 
whole earth, is mount Zion, on the sides 
of the north, the city of the great King. 

God is known in her palaces for a refuge. 
For, lo, the kings were assembled, they 
passed by together. 

They saw it, and so they marvelled; 

they were troubled, and hasted away. 
Fear took hold upon them there, and 
pain, as of a woman in travail. 

Thou breakest the ships of Tarshish 
. with an east wind. 
As we have heard, so have we seen in 
the city of the Lorp of hosts, in the 
city of our God: 

God will establish it for ever. 
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We have thought of thy lovingkind- 
ness, O God, in the midst of thy temple. 
According to thy name, O God, so is thy 


praise unto the ends of the earth: thy 
right hand is full of righteousness. 


Let mount Zion rejoice, 
Let the daughters of Judah be glad, 
because of thy judgments. 

Walk about Zion, and go round about 

her: tell the towers thereof. ; 
Mark ye well her bulwarks, consider 


her palaces; that ye may tell it to the 
generation following. 


For this God is our God for ever and 
ever: 
He will be our guide even unto death. 


SELECTION 12 


Psalms CXLV, 


- WILL extol thee, my God, O King; 
and I will bless thy name for ever 

and ever. 

Every day will I bless thee; and I will 

praise thy name for ever and ever. 
Great is the LorpD, and greatly to be 
praised ; and his greatness is unsearech- 
able. 

One generation shall praise thy works 


to another, and shall declare thy mighty 
acts. 


CXLVI 


I will speak of the glorious honour of 
thy majesty, and of thy wondrous 
works. 
And men shall speak of the might of thy 
terrible acts: and I will declare thy 
greatness. 
They shall ene utter the mem- 
ory of thy great goodness, 


And shall sing of thy righteousness. 


The Lorp is gracious, and full of com- 
passion; slow to anger, and of great 
mercy.

Happy is he that hath the God of 
Jacob for his help, 

Whose hope is in the LorD his God: 
Which made heaven, and earth, the 
sea, and all that therein is: which 
keepeth truth for ever: 

Which executeth judgment for the op- 

pressed: which giveth food to the hun- 

ery. 
The Lorp looseth the prisoners: the 
LORD openeth the eyes of the blind: 


The LorpD raiseth them that are bowed 
down: the LorpD loveth the righteous: 
The Lorp preserveth the strangers; 
he relieveth the fatherless and widow: 
But the way of the wicked he turneth 

upside down. 
The LorpD shall reign for ever, even 
thy God, O Zion, unto all generations. 
Praise ye the Lorp. 


SELECTION 13 


Psalm LXVIII * 


ING unto God, sing praises to his 
name: 
Extol him that rideth upon the heavens 
by his name JEHOVAH, and rejoice 
before him. 
A father of the fatherless, and a judge 
of the widows, is God in his holy 
habitation. 
God setteth the solitary in families: he 
bringeth out those which are bound with 
chains: but the rebellious dwell in a 
dry land. 
O God, when thou wentest forth before 
thy people, when thou didst march 
through the wilderness; the earth 
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shook, the heavens also dropped at 
the presence of God: 
Even Sinai itself was moved at the pres- 
ence of God, the God of Israel. 
Thou, O God, didst send a plentiful 
rain, whereby thou didst confirm thine 
inheritance, when it was weary. 
Thy congregation hath dwelt therein:

The chariots of God are twenty thou- 
sand, even thousands of angels: 
The Lord is among them, as in Sinai, in 
the holy place. 
Thou hast ascended on high, thou hast 
led captivity captive: thou hast re- 
ceived gifts for men; 


Yea, for the rebellious also, that the 
LorbD God might dwell among them. 


Blessed be the Lord, who daily load- 


eth us with benefits, even the God of 
our salvation. 


He that is our God is the God of salva- 


tion ; and unto Gop the Lord belong the 
issues from death. 
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Thy God hath commanded thy strength: 
strengthen, O God, that which thou 
hast wrought for us. 
Because of thy temple at Jerusalem shall 
kings bring presents unto thee.

Ascribe ye strength unto God: his ex- 
cellency is over Israel, and his strength 
is in the clouds. 
O God, thou art terrible out of thy 
holy places: 
The God of Israel is he that giveth 


strength and power unto his people. - 
Blessed be God.

AKE a joyful noise unto God, all 
ye lands: 


Sing forth the honour of his name: 
make his praise glorious. 


Say unto God, How terrible art thou 
in thy works! through the greatness. 
of thy power shall thine enemies 
submit themselves unto thee. 

All the earth shall worship thee, and 


shall sing unto thee; they shall sing to 
thy name. 
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Come and see the works of God: he is 
terrible in his doing toward the chil- 
dren of men. 

He turned the sea into dry land: they 

went through the fiood on foot: there 

did we rejoice in him. , 

He ruleth by his power for ever; his 
eyes behold the nations: 

Let not the rebellious exalt themselves. 
O bless our God, ye people, and make 
' the voice of his praise to be heard: 

Which holdeth our soul in life, and 

suffereth not our feet to be moved. 
For thou, O God, hast proved us: thou 
hast tried us, as silver is tried. 

Thou broughtest us into the net; thou

I will offer unto thee burnt sacrifices of 

fatlings, with the incense of rams: I 

will offer bullocks with goats. 

Come and hear, all ye that fear God, 
and I will declare what he hath done 
for my soul. 


I cried unto him with my mouth, and 
he was extolled with my tongue. 


If I regard iniquity in my heart, the 
Lord will not hear me: but verily God 
hath heard me; he hath attended to 
the voice of my prayer.

I called upon the LorD in distress : 


The Lorp answered me, and set mein a 
_ large place. 
The LorD is on my side; I will not 
fear: what can man do unto me? 
The Lorp taketh my part with them 
that help me: therefore shall I see my 
desire upon them that hate me. 
It is better to trust in the LorD than 
to put confidence in man. 
It is better to trust in the LorD than to 
put confidence in princes. 
The LorpD is my strength and song, 
and is become my salvation. 
The voice of rejoicing and salvation is 
in the tabernacles of the righteous: 
The right hand of the Lorp doeth 
valiantly. 
The right hand of the Lorp is exalted: 
the right hand of the LorpD doeth 
valiantly. 
I shall not die, but live, and declare 
the works of the Lorp. 


The Lorp hath chastened me sore: but 
he hath not given me over unto death. 


Open to me the gates of righteousness : 
I will go into them, and I will praise 
the Lorp: \ 
This gate of the LorD, into which the 
righteous shall enter. I will praise thee: 
for thou hast heard me, and art become 
my salvation. 
The stone which the builders refused 
is become the head stone of the corner. 
This is the Lorp’s doing; it is marvellous 
in our eyes. 
This is the day which the Lorp hath 
made; we will réjoice and be glad in it.

LorD, I beseech thee, send now pros- 
perity.

LESS the Lorp, O my soul. O 
LorD my God, thou art very 
great ; 
Thou art clothed with honour and 
majesty : 
Who coverest thyself with light as 
with a garment: 
Who stretchest out the heavens like a 
curtain : 
Who layeth the beams of his chambers 
in the waters: : 
Who maketh the clouds his chariot: who 
walketh upon the wings of the wind: 
Who maketh his angels spirits; his 
ministers a flaming fire: 
Who laid the foundations of the earth, 
that it should not be removed for ever. 
Thou coveredst it with the deep as 
with a garment: the waters stood 
above the mountains. 
At thy rebuke they fled; at the voice of 
thy thunder they hasted away. 
They go up by the mountains; they 
go down by the valleys unto the place 
which thou hast founded for them.

He watereth the hills from his cham- 


bers: the earth is satisfied with the - 


fruit of thy works. 


He causeth the grass to grow for the 
cattle, and herb for the service of man: 
that he may bring forth food out of 
the earth; 
And wine that maketh glad the heart 
of man, and oil to make his face to 
shine, and bread which strengtheneth 
man’s heart. 
The trees of the LORD are full of sap; 
the cedars of Lebanon, which he hath 
planted ; 


Where the birds make their nests: as 
for the stork, the fir trees are her house. 


The high hills are a refuge for the wild 

goats ; 

And the rocks for the conies. 

He appointed the moon for seasons: 

the sun knoweth his going down. 

- Thou makest darkness, and it is night: 
wherein all the beasts of the forest do 
creep forth: the young lions roar after 
their prey, and seek their meat from 
God. 

The sun ariseth, they gather themselves 

together, and lay them down in their 

dens. 
Man goeth forth unto his work and to 
his labour until the evening. 

O Lorp, how manifold are thy works! 

in wisdom hast thou made them all: 

i'm 
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The earth is full of thy riches. 


So is this great and wide sea, wherein 
are things creeping innumerable, both 
small and great beasts. 
There go the ships: there is that le- 
viathan, whom thou hast made to play 
therein. 
These wait all upon thee; that thou 
mayest give them their meat in due 
season. 
That thou givest them they gather: 
thou openest thine hand, they are filled 
with good. 
Thou hidest thy face, they are troubled: 
thou takest away their breath, they die, 
and return to their dust. 
Thou sendest forth thy spirit, they are 
created: and thou renewest the face of 
the earth. 
The glory of the Lorp shall endure 
for ever: the LORD shall rejoice in his 
works. 
He looketh on the earth, and it trem- 
bleth: he toucheth the hills, and they 
smoke. 
I will sing unto the Lorp as long as I 
live: I will sing praise to my God 
while I have my being. 


My meditation of him shall be sweet: 
I will be glad in the LorpD. 


SELECTION 17 
Psalm LXxxIx 
’ WILL sing of the mercies of the 
Lorp for ever: 

With my mouth will I make known thy 

faithfulness to all generations. 
For I have said, Mercy shall be built 
up for ever: 


Thy faithfulness shalt thou establish in 
the very heavens. 
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I have made a covenant with my 
chosen, I have sworn unto David my 
servant, 


Thy seed will I establish for ever, and 
build up thy throne to all generations. 


And the heavens shall praise thy won- 
ders, O Lorp: thy faithfulness also in 
the congregation of the saints. 
For who in the heaven can be compared 
unto the Lornp? who among the sons of 
the mighty can be likened unto the 
Lorp ? 
God is greatly to be feared in the as- 
sembly of the saints, and to be had in 
reverence of all them that are about 
him.

The heavens are thine, the earth also 
is thine: as for the world and the 
fulness thereof, thou hast founded 
them. 

‘The north and the south thou hast 
created them: Tabor and Hermon shall 
rejoice in thy name. 

Thou hast a mighty arm: strong is 

thy hand, and high is thy right hand. 


Justice and judgment are the habitation 
of thy throne: mercy and truth shall go 
before thy face. 


Blessed is the people that know the 
joyful sound : they shall walk, O Lorp, 
in the light of thy countenance. 

In thy name shall they rejoice all the 


day: and in thy righteousness shall 
they be exalted. 
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For thou art the glory of theirstrength: 
and in thy favour our horn shall be 
exalted. 


For the LorpD is our defence; and the 
Holy One of Israel is our King. 


Then thou spakest in vision to thy 
Holy One, and saidst, I have laid help 
upon one that is mighty ; 
I have exalted one chosen out of the 
people. . 
I have found David my servant; with 
my holy oil have I anointed him: 
With whom my hand shall be estab- 
lished: mine arm also shall strengthen 
him. 
The enemy shall not exact upon him; 
nor the son of wickedness afflict him. 


And I will beat down his foes before his 
face, and plague them that hate him. 


But my faithfulness and my mercy 
shall be with him: and in my name 
shall his horn be exalted. 
I will set his hand also in the sea, and 
his right hand in the rivers. 
He ‘shall ery unto me, Thou art my 
l'ather, my God, and the Rock of my 
salvation. 


Also I will make him my firstborn, 
higher than the kings of the earth. 


My mercy will I keep for him for ever- 
more, and my covenant shall stand 
fast with him. 


His seed also will I make to endure 

for ever, and his throne as the days of 

heaven. ; 
If his children forsake my law, and 
walk not in my judgments; if they. 
break my statutes, and keep not my 
commandments ; 


Then will I visit their transgression 
with the rod, and their iniquity with 
stripes. 
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Nevertheless my lovingkindness will I 
not utterly fake from him, nor suffer 
my faithfulness to fail. 
My covenant will I not break, nor alter 
the thing that is gone out of my lips. 
Once have I sworn by my holiness 
that I will not lie unto David. 
His seed shall endure for ever, and his 
throne as the sun before me. 
It shall be established for ever as the 
moon, and as a faithful witness in 
heaven. 


Blessed be the Lorp for evermore. 
Amen, and Amen.

Psalms CXXXII, LXXX 


ORD, remember David, and all his 
afflictions: how he sware unto the 
Lorp, and vowed unto the mighty God 
of Jacob ; 
Surely I will not come into the taber- 
nacle of my house, nor go up into my 
bed; 
I will not give sleep to mine eyes, or 
slumber to mine eyelids, 
Until I find out a place for the LorD, a 
habitation for the mighty God of Jacob. 
Lo, we heard of it at Ephratah: we 
found it in the fields of the wood.

Before Ephraim and Benjamin and 
Manasseh stir up thy strength, and 
come and save us. 
Turn us again, O God, and cause thy 
face to shine; and we shall be saved. 
O Lorp God of hosts, how long wilt 
thou be angry against the prayer of 
thy people? 
Thou feedest them with the bread of 
tears; and givest them tears to drink in 
great measure. 
Thou makest us a strife unto our neigh- 
bours: and our enemies laugh among 
themselves. 
Turn us again, O God of hosts, and cause 
thy face to shine; and we shall be saved. 
Thou hast brought a vine out of Egypt: 
thou hast cast out the heathen, and 
planted it. 
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Thou preparedst room before it, and 
didst cause it to take deep root, and it 
filled the land. 
The hills were covered with the shadow 
of it, and the boughs thereof were like 
the goodly cedars. 
She sent out her boughs unto the sea, 
and her branches unto the river. 
Why hast thou then broken down her 
hedges, so that all they which pass by 
the way do pluck her? 
The boar out of the wood doth waste 
it,and the wild beast of the field doth 
devour it. 
Return, we beseech thee, O God of 
hosts: look down from heaven, and 
behold, and visit this vine; 
And the vineyard which thy right hand 


hath planted, and the branch that thou 
madest strong for thyself. 


It is burned with fire, it is cut down: 


They perish at the rebuke of thy coun- 
tenance. 
Let thy hand be upon the man of thy 
right hand, 
Upon the son of man whom thou madest 
strong for thyself. 
So will not we go back from thee: 
quicken us, and we will call upon thy 
name. 


Turn us again, O Lorp God of hosts, cause 
thy face to shine ; and we shall be saved.

‘eae Lorp hear thee in the day of 
trouble; the name of the God of 
Jacob defend thee ;

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They that dwell in the wilderness shall 
bow before him; and his enemies shall 
lick the dust. 
The kings of Tarshish and of the isles 
shall bring presents: the kings of 
Sheba and Seba shall offer gifts. 
Yea, all kings shall fall down before 
him: all nations shall serve him. 
For he shall deliver the needy when he 
crieth; the poor also, and him that 
hath no helper. 
He shall spare the poor and needy, and 
shall save the souls of the needy. 
He shall redeem their soul from deceit 
and violence: 
And precious shall their blood be in his 
sight. 
And he shall live, and to him shall be 
given of the gold of Sheba: 
Prayer also shall be made for him con- 
tinually ; and daily shall he be praised. 
There shall be a handful of corn in the 
earth upon the top of the mountains;

prosper in the world; they increase in 
riches, 


Verily I have cleansed my heart in 
vain, and washed my hands in inno- 
cency. 


For all the day long have I been 
plagued, and chastened every morning. 


If I say, I will speak thus; behold, I 
should offend against the generation 
of thy children. 
When I thought to know this, it was too 
painful for me; 
Until I.went into the sanctuary of 
God; then understood I their end.

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He that sweareth to his own hurt, and 
changeth not. » He that putteth not 
out his money to usury, nor taketh re- 
ward against the innocent. 


He that doeth these things shall never 
be moved. 


Judge me, O LorD; for I have walked 
in mine integrity : 
Ihave trusted also in the LorD ; there- 
' fore I shall not slide. 
Examine me, O LORD, and prove me; 
try my reins and my heart. 

For thy lovingkindness is before mine 
- eyes: and I have walked in thy truth. 
I have not sat with vain persons, nei- 
ther will I go in with dissemblers. 

I have hated the congregation of evil 

doers; and will not sit with the wicked. 
I wil) wash mine hands in innocency: 
so will I compass thine altar, O LorpD: 
_ That I may publish with the voice of 


thanksgiving, and tell of all thy won- 
drous works. 


Lorp, I have loved the habitation of . 


thy house, and the place where thine 
honour dwelleth. 


Gather not my soul with sinners, nor my 
life with bloody men: 


In whose hands is mischief, and their 
right hand is full of bribes. 


But as for me, I will walk in mine integ- 
rity : redeem me, and be merciful unto 
me. 


My foot standeth in an even place: 


In the Ee ey will I bless the 
_ Lorn. 
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; Psalm XXxXVII 
RET not thyself because of evil 


doers, neither be thou envious 
against the workers of iniquity. 
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For they shall soon be cut down like the 
grass, and wither as the green herb. 


Trust in the LorpD, and do good; so- 


shalt thou dwell in the land, and verily 
thou shalt be fed. 
Delight thyself also in the LorD; and he 
shall give thee the desires of thine heart. 
Commit thy way unto the LorRD ; trust 
also in him; and he shall bring it to 
pass. 
And he shall bring forth thy righteous- 
ness as the light, and thy judgment as 
the noonday. 
Rest in the Lorp, and wait patiently 
for him: 
Fret not thyself because of him who 
prospereth in his way, because of the 
man who bringeth wicked devices to 
pass. 
Cease from anger, and forsake wrath:

I have seen the wicked in great power, 
and spreading himself like a green bay 
tree. 
Yet he passed away, and, lo, he was not: 
yea, I sought him, but he could not be 
found, 
Mark the perfect man, and behold the 
upright: for the end of that man is 
peace. 
But the transgressors shall be destroyed 
together: the end of the wicked shall 
be cut off. 
But the salvation of the righteous Pe 
of the Lorn: he is their strength in, 
the time of trouble. 
And the Lorp shall help them, and 
deliver them: he shall deliver them 


from the wicked, and save them, because 
they trust in him. 


He is ever merciful, and lendeth; and 


his seed is blessed. 
Depart from evil, and do good; and 
dwell for evermore. 


For the Lorp loveth judgment, and for- 
saketh not his saints ;

For this was a statute for Israel, sat a 
law of the God of Jacob. 
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This he ordained in Joseph for a testi- 
mony, when he went out through the 
land of Egypt: where I heard a lan- 
guage that I understood not. 


I removed his shoulder from the burden: 
his hands were delivered from the pots. 


Thou calledst in trouble, and I deliv- 
ered thee ; 
I answered thee in the secret place of 
thunder: I proved thee at the waters of 
Meribah. 
Hear, O my people, and I will testify 
unto thee: 
O Israel, if thou wilt hearken unto me; 
there shall no strange god be in thee; 
neither shalt thou worship any strange 
god. 
I am the Lorp thy God, which brought 
thee out of the land of Egypt : 


Open thy mouth wide, and I will fill it. 


But my people would not hearken to 
my voice; and Israel would none of 
me. 


So Igave them up unto their own hearts’ 
lust: and they walked in their own 
counsels. 
Oh that my people had hearkened unto 
me, and Israel had walked in my ways! 


I should soon have subdued their ene- 
mies, and turned my hand against their 
adversaries.

The Lorp shall cut off all flattering 
lips, and the tongue that speaketh 
proud things: 
Who have said, With our tongue will 
we prevail; our lips are our own: who 
is lord over us? 
For the oppression of the poor, for the 
sighing of the needy, now will I arise, 
saith the Lorp; I will set him in 
safety from him that puffeth at him. 
The words of the LorpD are pure words: 
as silver tried in a furnace of earth, 
purified seven times. 
Thou shalt keep them, O Lorp, thou 
shalt preserve them from this gener- 
ation for ever. 


The wicked walk on every side, when 
the vilest men are exalted. 


Why standest thou afar off, O Lorp? 
why hidest thou thyself in times of 
trouble? 
The wicked in his pride doth persecute 
the poor: let them be takén in the de- 
vices that they have imagined. 
For the wicked boasteth of his heart’s 
desire, and blesseth the covetous, whom 
the Lorp abhorreth. 
The wicked, through the pride of his 


countenance, will not seek after God: 
God is not in all his thoughts. 


His ways are always grievous; thy 
judgments are far above out of his 
sight: as for all his enemies, he puffeth 
at them. 

He hath said in his heart, I shall not be 

moved: forI shall never be in adversity. 

His mouth is full of cursing and de- 
ceit and fraud: under his tongue is 
mischief and vanity. 
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He sitteth in the lurking places of the 
villages: in the secret places doth he 
murder the innocent : hiseyes are privily 
set against the poor. 
He lieth in wait secrétly as a lion in 
his den: he lieth in wait to catch the 
poor: he doth catch the poor, when he 
draweth him into his net. — 
He croucheth, and humbleth himself, 
that the poor may fall by his strong 
ones. 
He hath said in his heart, God hath 
forgotten: he hideth his face; he will 
never see it. 
Arise, O LorD; O God, lift up thine 
hand: forget not the humble. 
Wherefore doth the wicked contemn 
God? he hath said in his heart, Thou 
wilt not require it. 
Thou hast seen it; for thou beholdest 
mischief and spite, to requite it with 
thy hand: the poor committeth himself 
unto thee; thou art the helper of the 
fatherless. 
Lorp, thou hast heard the desire of the 
humble; thou wilt prepare their heart, 
thou wilt cause thine ear to hear: 
To judge the fatherless and the op- 


pressed, that the man of the earth may 
no more oppress. 


The fool hath said in his heart, There is 
no God. They are corrupt, they have 
done abominable works, there is none 
that doeth good. 
The Lorp looked down from heaven upon 
the children of men, to see if there were 
any that did understand, and seek God. 
They are all gone aside, they are all 
together become filthy: there is none 
that doeth good, no, not one. 
Have all the workers of iniquity no 
knowledge? who eat up my people as 
they eat bread, and call not upon the 
Lorp. 
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There were they in great fear: for God 
is in the generation of the righteous. 
Ye have shamed the counsel of the poor, 
because the Lorp is his refuge. 
Oh that the salvation of Israel were 
come out of Zion! 
When the LorpD bringeth back the cap- 


tivity of his people, Jacob shall rejoice, 
and Israel shall be glad.

Psalms Li, CXXX 


AVE mercy upon me, O God, ac- 
cording to thy lovingkindness : 
According unto the multitude of thy 
tender mercies blot out my transgres- 
sions. 
Wash me thoroughly from mine ini- 
quity, and cleanse me from my sin. 
For I acknowledge my transgressions: 
and my sin is ever before me. 
Against thee, thee only, have I sinned, 
and done this evil in thy sight: 
That thou mightest be justified when 
thou speakest, and be clear when thou 
judgest.

N Y God, my God, why hast thou 
forsaken me? why art thou so 
far from helping me, and from the 
words of my roaring?

But thou art holy, O thou that inhab- 
itest the praises of Israel. 

Our fathers trusted in thee: they 
trusted, and thou didst deliver them. 
They cried unto thee, and were deliv- 

ered : 
They trusted in thee, and were not con- 
founded. 
But I am a worm, and no man; a re- 
proach of men, and despised of the 
people. All they that see me laugh me 
to scorn: 
They shoot out the lip, they shake the 
head, saying, he trusted on the LorD 
that he would deliver him: let him de- 
liver him, seeing he delighted in him. 
Many bulls have compassed me: strong 
bulls of Bashan have beset me round. 
They gaped upon me with their mouths, 
as a ravening and a roaring lion. 
fam poured out like water, and all 
my bones are out of joint: my heart 
is like wax; it is melted in the midst 
of my bowels. 
My strength is dried up like a potsherd ; 
and my tongue cleaveth to my jaws; 
and thou hast brought me into phe dust 
of death. 
For dogs have compassed me: the as- 
sembly of the wicked have inclosed me: 
they pierced my hands and my feet. 
I may tell all my bones: they look and 
stare upon me. 
They part my garments among them, 
and cast lots upon my vesture. 


But be not thou far from me, 0 LorpD: O 
my strength, haste thee to help me. 


In thee, O Lorn, do I put my trust; 
let me never be ashamed: deliver a 
in thy righteousness. 
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Bow down thine ear to me; deliver me 
speedily: be thou my strong rock, for a 
house of defence to save me. 


For thou art my rock and my fortress ; 
therefore for thy name’s sake lead me, 
and guide me.

Let me not be ashamed, O Lorn; for 
Thave called upon thee: let the wicked 
be ashamed, and let them be silent in 
the grave. 

Let the lying lips be put to silence; 


which speak grievous things proudly ~ 


and contemptuously against the right- 
eous. 


Oh how great is thy goodness, which 


thou hast laid up for them that fear 


thee ; 


while they 
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Which thou hast wrought for them that 
trust in thee before the sons of men! 
Thou shalt hide them in the seeret of 
thy presence from the pride of man: 
Thou shalt keep them secretly in a pa- 
vilion from the strife of tongues. 
Blessed be the Lorp: for he hath 
shewed me his marvellous kindness in 
a strong city. 
For I said in my haste, I am cut off from 
before thine eyes: nevertheless thou 
heardest the voice of my supplications 
when I cried unto thee. 
O love the Lor», all ye his saints: for 
the Lorp preserveth the faithful, and 
plentifully rewardeth the proud doer.

WAITED patiently for the LorpD; 

and he inclined unto me, and heard 
my cry. 

He brought me up also out of a horrible 


pit, out of the miry clay, and set my feet 
upon a rock, and established my goings. 


And he hath put a new song in my 
mouth, even praise unto our God: 
many shall see it, and fear, and shall 
trust in the Lorp. 

Blessed is that man that maketh the 


Lorp his trust, and respecteth not the 
proud, nor such as turn aside to lies. 


Many, O Lorp my God, are thy won- 

derful works which thou hast done, 

and thy thoughts which are to us-ward: 
They cannot be reckoned up in order 
unto thee: if I would declare and speak 
of them, they are more than can be 
numbered. 

Sacrifice and offering thou didst not 

desire ; mine ears hast thou opened: 


Burnt offering and sin offering hast thou 
not required. 


Then said I, Lo, I come: in the volume 
of the book it is written of me:. 
I delight to do thy will, O my God: yea, 
thy law is within my heart. : 
I have preached righteousness in the 
great congregation : 
Lo, I have not refrained my lips, O Lorp, 
thou knowest. 
T have not hid thy righteousness within 
my heart; I have declared thy faithful- 
ness and thy salvation: 
Ihave not concealed thy lovingkindness 
and thy truth from the great congrega- 
tion. 


Withhold not thou thy tender mercies 
from me, O LorpD: 
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Let thy lovingkindness and thy truth 
continually preserve me. 
For innumerable evils have compassed 
me about: mine iniquities have taken 
hold upon me, so that I am not able to 
look up; they are more than the hairs 
of mine head: therefore my heart fail- 
eth me.
